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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kajiwara et al, of record in view of Hatfield et al or Kamiyama et al, all of record, alone 
or further in view of Lee (US5528703). The former in Figs. 5 and 8 evidences that both 
binarization (broadly meaning thresholding or discretization and not separation into two 
and only two levels) and inversion are advantageous in the imaging of flow imaging in 
relation to the vessel or chamber surroundment. The latter evidence that reverse or 
inverted imaging is useful where less echogenic material such as vessel interiors is to 
be displayed in three-dimensions. Lee additionally evidences with respect to inter alia 
ultrasound imaging that thresholding may be used to define segmented image regions 
(Lee additionally notes that pixel greayscale mapping is of itself a binarization) and 
signal inversion may concurrently practiced as a hole filling technique to complete 
chamber analyses such as in relation to the heart. 

Applicants' amendatory changes have necessitated revision of the grounds for 
rejection.
